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Housing Costs 


The city council learned at the regular 
meeting this week that it will cost $300 
more to put up one of the proposed War- 
time houses in Edmonton than it would 
cost elsewhere. Also that, while the houses 
are to be built without basements, the cem- 
ent footings are to be carried down four 
feet below the level of the ground and up- 
ward two feet above the ground level 

Council might go into the question of 
why construction costs here are § per cent 
more than in other centres. For the rea- 
son that the extra $300 per house would go 
far toward meeting the cost of scooping out 
the dirt, flooring the hole, raising the walls 
another foot, and thus putting a full base- 
ment under-the house. Whether there is 
any way to cut the scale of costs and put in 
a basement at no greater outlay than plan- 
ned, now is the time to investigate.

Back to The Hague? 


Jurists representing the United Nations 
recommended to the San francisco confer- 
ence that the Hague be restored as the 
seat of the World Court for the judicial set- 
tlement of international disagreements 
That would be appropriate, so much so that 
strong reasons would be required to jus- 
tify a change of location. Holland was 
chosen as the seat of the Court because, be- 
ing a smal] and friendly country, the at- 
mosphere there was considered peculiarly 
favorable to judicial procedure. 

It was no fault of Holland that its cap- 
ital city ceased for a time to be the place 
to which nations carried their disputes for 
hearing and arrangement in accord with 
international law. The little country was 
itself one of the early victims of Hitler's 
organized outlawry. It would for that 
reason be even more fitting than the or- 
iginal choice that the Hague should again 


become the home of the tribunal. This ac- 
tion would directly symbolize the triumph 


of law over lawlessness.

By every 
rule of common sense the mass of the popu- 
lation, sensing the truth of their position, 
should welcome the General's suggestion 
that they co-operate in all practicable ways 
to bring the war to an early end and stc» 
the appalling destruction of property 
which they will have to rebuild by the 
sweat of their brows. If they fail to do so 
it must be because they have fallen under 
the curse of the gods who first make mad 
those whom they intend to destroy.
